FCC DOCKET PROPOSES NEW(?) CB FREQUENCIES 


The FCC has put forth a new docket proposing to give the CB'ers a portion of the 220 MHz band, cut from the 
Amateur band, and allow the CB'ers to operate on the high end of that band, from 224-225 MHz utilizing 40 
channels for their communications. 


As we all know, the EIA proposed giving the CB'ers 220-222 MHz utilizing 80 channels some time ago. Amid 
the uproar from the amateur fraternity, it seems that the FCC is finally taking steps to give in to industry and let 


the CB'ers go way up there. 


More information will be forthcoming in the RARS NEWS as it becomes available. Response to the FCC (14 Copies) 
is not closed out until September so we have plenty of time to voice our opinions. 


Now to editorialize. | am probably treading on dangerous ground with some of the true-blue VHF'ers, but I will 


go ahead and say my piece. | am sure Dave, W4YDY, will give equal time to anyone else who wishes to voice 
his own opinion. 


It appears to me that with a powerful lobbying group like the EIA will at least get some of their demands met in 
spite of all that we as amateurs can do. In some ways, the FCC has at least protected some of the band for the 
amateurs, at least more than the EIA wanted us to have. The FCC proposal only takes IMhz of the band away 
from us while the EIA proposal takes away 2 MHz. If we had a choice, | lost is better than two. Additionally, 

| foresee the FCC requiring that the CB'ers switch to the higher frequencies in a given time period, rather than 
leaving them two bands, similar to the situation that existed with the marine bands. In that case, the switch was 
made and the marine bands were given 5 years (I think) to phase out all the old stuff and after a certain date no 
more operation was allowed on the first band. It seems wise to me, and probably to the manufacturers, to have 
the CB'ers give up 27 MHz after a certain time in the future. We all know that most of the CB'ers are operating 
illegally, to start with, and a shift to 220 will sure nip some of the skip operating and certainly a whole lot of 
the "just shooting the breeze" with "Big Daddy" or the "Red Fox" from a mobile. I don"t think the CB'ers will go 
to the trouble of filing for a repeater, even if the new law would allow them to. So all in all, | think we should 
support a shift to 220 IF they are also going to have to give up 27 MHz. Who knows, the amateurs may even get 


that good old DX band back.

KXB67598 (on FCC parole): Oh, yes, we all know that. That is the period of history famed fer the rebirth 
of art es literature, like ARRL's Handbook. 


And then there was the well-known CBer, a real pal wid the FCC, who insisted variable mu was the sound made 
by 76 cats. 


His XYL, also a CBer, told us that a tube checker was a chemistry student es why wud Heath be selling those. 


It's easy to tell that summertime has arrived by the 
static crashes, VHF openings, and thunderstorms. 
Lightning took a trip down Revere Drive and blew 
out a couple of 30L-1 linear amplifiers. As far as 
I'm concerned, it can go on back to Brentwood, 
but WA4PEN and WA4ZNA might not go along 
with me on that! The amplifiers belonged to Bob, 
W4WCG, and me. 


There wasn't much damage done, but | did make one discovery. My amplifier is an early model that has the 
AC wired up backwards. For some reason, this is the way the 30L-1's were built for the first few years of 
production. The AC neutral was fused and switched and the AC hot line was not. Therefore, when the 
lightening hit, an AC bypass capacitor on the hot line shorted and blew a 20 amp fuse in the main fusebox. 
If it had been wired correctly, the fuse in the amplifier would have blown instead of the house fuse. It is 
wired right now. Beware Collins 30L-1 owners! Anyone using equipment with the three-wire plug should 
check to see if the AC hot is fused and not the AC neutral . 


If you noticed last months RARS NEWS, there were 17 people waiting for Novice licenses because of the two 
~ Novice courses just completed in Wake County. The forst license that | heard about was Linda Powell from 
Cary, the happy owner of WN4FBT. Ellie Workman from Raleigh survived the waiting and now operated 
WN4EXZ. Most others should have their licenses by now. The FCC might have to expand the Novice bands 
for Wake County!!! ; 


Bob, WA4ZZN, has kept me up to date on auto license plate statistics. We gotta pay 5 bucks again next 
year because the Legislature ran out of time so the bill to reduce the fee to 2 dollars is ready to go next 
January. The first year tags were sold for $5 and added CB and others, amateur sales dropped by 50%. 
Amateurs bought 833, CB bought 379 and CAP bought 111. In 1973, amateurs bought 946, CB bought 422 
and CAP bought 103. Since there are about 4000 amateurs and over 10,000 CB operaters in North Carolina, 
that comes to about 24% of the amateurs and about 4% of the CB'ers to by plates. Over 45% of the amateurs 
were buying call letter plates before the new law was sneaked past the legislature on the last day of the 1971 
session.
